The sad news of the death of Wil- 
liam I. Eicholtz at the Western 
Maryland 
Hospital, 
Cumberland, 


April 24 was received in Bedford 
with deep sorrow. 


Mr. Eicholtz was a man of strong 


j constitution and exemplary habits, 
and when it Was'learne'd that he was* 
suffering from an attack of appendi- 
citis and an operation was necessary 
it was thought he would stand the 
ordeal without serious consequences;

Mexico is inhabited by Pueblo Indi- 
ans only, nor that they are the only 
ones still employing antiquated ways 
of living. Out of 305,000 of the Red 
Race yet living in twenty seven of 
the States of the union, 18,800 are 
natives of Xew Mexico alone, anc 
double this number are at home in 
the neighboring state of Arizona. Re- 
membering that Arizona is nearly 
equal in size to Xew Mexico; that 
Pennsylvania has twenty-three times 
the population of Xew Mexico, and 
thirty-seven times that of Arizona, it 
is seen that the latter state has the 
greater proportion of original own- 
ers of American soil. 


One half of the OS.OOu Indians of 


Arizona are the noted blanket mak- 
ers, the Navahos 
Morally, they are 


perhaps the best of the westein 
tribes. 
Their mariiages are inclin- 


ing more and more toward those of 
the white man. Their industry, blan- 
ket making, is supreme 
The wear, 


beauty of design, brightness and 
lasting quality of the colors cannot 
be excelled by any people. 
Rarely 


do we Easterners 
see a genuine 


"Navaho" with its oddness of decora- 
tion. Those engaged in farming are 
not content with corn and beans,-but 
have studied alfalfa culture, wheat 
and- potato growing and also the 
planting of trees.. By the aid of the 
government, they have learned to 
protect /their animals from ravaging 
disease.

The night following our leave of 


the pueblo town, found my pardner 
and I in the commercial city, Albu- 
querque. 
Here lay another of the 


;elebrated hotels, the Alvarado. Like 
a great Spanis'h/ Mission that always 
ncludes rough, gray walls, far-reach- 
ng arches and red tiled roofs it lay 
t^the entrance to the "Spokane"of 
:he South." Here were many people 
:rom the eastern states being con- 
rerted from the type of "'Tenderfoot" 
o the modern westerner. At an alti- 
ude of 4,900 feet above the sea, the 
ntense heat of the lower level van- 
ished. 
The evening was delightful 


in that it was cool and the air was 
dry. 
The Mexican quarter of the 


town was a sight of its own and dif- 
ficult of description, but suggestive 
of the age of the Spanish Invader. 
Not so far away (Santa Fe, founded 
two years before the first Virginia 
settlement, under the name of La 
Ciudad Real de la Santa Fe de San 
Francisco) lay the residence of Lew 
Wallace when in act- of writing his 
immortal "Ben Hur."

Of course, if the Senate would 
attend to public business, the way it 
ought to, all the legislation on its 
hands could be gotten rid of within 
a week or two, but this is not the 
way the Senate -does business. It is 
more a political than a legislative 
body—is legislative only in the sense, 
outside of purely perfunctory mat- 
ters, that its enactments are wrung 
from it by main force through such 
channels of popular sentiment as the 
press and the House of Representa- 
tives.

The fact is that at the next elec- 


tion, when the voters will choose 25 
new Senators, they should see that 
these Senators are representatives of 
the popular interests and not of po- 
litical machines and corporations. 
The Senate, as now constituted, is no 
more responsive to the welfare of 
the people than the board of direc- 
tors of the Chicago beef trust, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad or the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. 


Woman' Suffrage Bill Approved 
The final step in the movement 


that has been in progress since the 
opening of the Legislature, with re- 
gard to allowing the people to vote 
on a proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution granting suffrage to women, 
was taken Monday night in the Sen- 
ate, which body approved the propo- 
sition by a vote of 26 to 22. 
This 


result was really somewhat of a sur- 
prise, since it had been believed that 
the Senate would, by a narrow ma- 
jority, negative the proposition. The 
number of votes required for en- 
dorsement of the resolution was 26, 
and this is just what it got. Mr. Mc- 
Nichol of Luzerne County had in- 
tended to vote against the bill, but a 
few minutes prior to roll call he re- 
ceived a petition in favor of it from 
many thousands of voters in his dis- 
trict, and this caused him to change, 
and this one vote carried the matter 
safely through the Senate. If he had 
voted the other way, the women 
would have lost by one vote. 
The 


amendment will have to be approved 
by another Legislature before the 
people can vote upon it. 


Important Legislation 


Among the bills passed finally last 


week in the House were these: 


Both House and Senate have now 


voted approval of the -bill introduced 
by Senator Chester D.'^Sensenich of 
Westmoreland 
_ County, 
requiring 


judges to decide within six months 
or nine months, in certain instances, 
all legal questions dnd matters that 
have been put up to them for de- 
cision. 
This is known as the "lazy 


judges' bill," and is designed to force 
action within a reasonable time from 
judges who are disposed toward pro- 
crastination in the affairs of their 
courts. 
An effort was made in the 


House Tuesday to send this bill back 
to a committee, no doubt to have it 
interred there finally, but this failed. 
The disposition of this Legislature 
is that judges shall earn their pay 
promptly as well as' ordinary people, 
and if the Governor should sign this 
bill, as he ought to, the judges of 
Pennsylvania will have to certify to 
the Auditor General that their work 
is up-to-date before they will get any 
wages. It is pretty much of a reflec- 
tion on the industry of the bench 
that this legislation should have been 
thought necessary by a body of 257 
men from all sections of the state. 
The halo that has rested on the judi- 
ciary for many years in public esti- 
mation is disappearing. 
Soon there 


will be left just the high respect and 
regard that every one should enter- 
tain for the faithful occupant of a 
high office, and nothing more. 
No 


more halos! A Judge is merely tak- 
en from the ranks of the bar of his 
own county, and his elevation enti- 
tles nim to no such rank personally 
or officially as would justify a halo.

to report all cases of-glanders, coin- 
ing under their observation,' to the 
State Livestock - Sanitary Board: . In. 
order that uniform methods may be 
adopted for diagnosing this disease 
and disposing of affected animals the: 
following plans are recommended. 


"Animals 
showing well marked 


lesions' o'f glanders' pr farcy may be 
appraised in accordance with Section 
5 of the Act approved the 27th day 
of -April, 1909. 
However, an ani- 


mal must not be appraised and de- 
stroyed without instructions and au- 
thority from this 'board. 
Suspected 


animals should be carefully isolated 
until they can be ' either regularly 
quarantined, destroyed ^ or proved to 
be free from glanders. --. 


• ."Where'' a .weJl marked '.jcase: of 


glanders has been discovered all. oth- 
er exposed susceptible animals should 
be examined to see if any other open 
cases • of glanders may 
exist. • Ar- 


rangements should be made with the. 
owner'to have all exposed susceptible 
animals tested within mallein as soon- 
as possible. 


"Chronic glanders may exist for 


years in a susceptible animal, and 
this animal be a source of danger to 
other ' susceptible animals and 
yet 


show no physical symptoms of the 
disease. For this, reason it is Hot al- 
ways possible for a veterinarian to 
determine by a physical examination 
whether a susceptible animal is or is 
not ajflicted with glanders. 


"On account of the danger of in- 


fection no post-mortem need be made 
of animals destroyed for glanders or 
farcy when a positive diagnosis has 
been made, unless instructions are 
given to do so, but when agents of 
the State Livestock Sanitary Board 
have appraised and condemned ani- 
mals for glanders they must see that 
they are destroyed and the carcasses 
properly buried 
(as provided by 


law), 
burned or treated in such a 


manner that infection may not be 
spread from such carcasses. 


"The 
premises should 
be kept 


quarantined until cases of glanders 
have been remdved and the premises 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected 
and the agent employed by the state 
to condemn and /destroy such cases 
should see that the place is properly 
cleansed and disinfected before the 
quarantine is removed. 
The-cleans- 


ing and disinfecting- is to be done at 
the expense of the owner. - It 
is 


recommended that bichloride Of mer- 
cury 1-1000 be used. 
Creolin; lysol, 


or pure carbolic acid in 5 per,, cent, 
solution will be satisfactory. iWhe 
ever antiseptic is used it should be 
'applied freely and wherever possible 
the stable should be whitewashed E " 
ter such disinfection. 
It is recom- 


mended that one pound of chloride of 
lime be added to each five gallons of 
whitewash for this purpose. 


"When~authorized to appraise ani- 


mals condemned for glanders the 
agent should remember that the limit 
allowed in such case is Sixty Dollars 
($60.00). 
This is allfthat can be 


paid for obscure,, chronic cases of 
glanders where no'physical symptoms 
exist in cases where this amount does 
not exceed two-tards of the actual

erected at reasonable price. We here 
describe a monolithic concrete houst>. 
-so called because it is all in one piece. 
The foundation and walls are eight 
inches thick\and. three feet deep, iind 
the forms for the walls are made of 
two inch plank. The mixture is com- 
posed of one part cement, two of sharp 
sand and three of clean gravel. and 
the finishing coat Is equal parts cement 
and sand- 
The form for the roof is 


made of 2 by 4's close together and is 
propped urxon the inside, the conrrpte 
being carried out over the walls to 
complete the roof, and when the roof 
is dry the forms and props are removed. 
The floor is of same mixture and is 
\four inches thick, the rough coat being 
'three inches and the finish one inch. 
Before erecting a monolithic concrete 
house it is wise to study the location 
well, as it is of a permanent nature 
and can only be removed in fragments.

Live Stock Xot Easily Poisoned by 


Spraying 


A farmer from the •western part-of 


Pennsylvania wrote 1o Prof H. A 
"Sui-facer Harrisburg, stating that he 
had turned his hogs out to pasture in 
his apple orchard and wanted to 
'know if when he sprayed for the leaf 
roller, etc., using one ounce of arsen- 
ate of lead to each gallon of water, 
he would be liable to injure his hogs 
by poisoning the grass •which they 
mighf eat 


The reply o£ Dr. Surface touches 


an important subject on the liability 
of poisoning live stock by spraying 
grass under trees, and is of general 
value to all 
It is as follows 


"Replying to your letter asking if 


the hogs are liable to be poisoned by 
eating grass in an orchard sprayed 
with aa arsenate of lead for leaf 
roller, codling moth or other chew- 
ing insects, I can say that I do not 
think there is danger of this 
In the 


flrst place the hogs do not eat nearly 
as much grass as do the more strict- 
ly herbivorous animals as sheep or 
cows. 
If the orchard were treshly 


and very heavil> 
sprayed with a 


heavy amount of arsenate of lead, 
something like three pounds for five 
gallons, and the live stock were but 
recently turned into the orchard, so 
lhat they would feed on an unusual 
amount of the grass at one tune, eat- 
ing this before a lain falls to wash it, 


Bh^e. possibility is that they might be 
Bwoisoned 
Yet I know of thousands 


p of orchards that have been spiayed 


in this stare with an arsenical poison 
:ust after the blossoms fell, and have 
been pastured with live stock, and I 


ver knew of but one case of pois- 
ng to live stock from this method. 
fhih case thei e were some sheep 


ned in a spra> ed orchard last 


ng 


o ne on the safe side I recom- 


that you use not more than 


pounds of arsenate of lead in 
gallons of watei, and that in 


Spraying .\otir tiees vou use a single 
nozzle and throw the spray liquid 
•wTyere it is wanted, and do not waste 


• 'the material 01 blow it carelessly 


about, so that it will drencli the 
grass, and stop spraying each branch 
as soon as the liquid commences to 
drip from the leaves. If the grass is 
not too heavilj sprayed the danger 
will be greatly reduced. Also, if the 


^orchard is small or the mimbei of 
Hive fcfo'K to be put in is large, so 
Bhal there will be heavy feeding over 
• 
small area, I would recommend 


Happing the stock off until after a 
^aiif falls, and this at least partially 


vashes the grass. 
Where an orch- 


ard is large or where the stock is not 
recently turned out to pasture, so 
that they will not unduly gorge 
themselves, I do not regard it as dan- 
Kcrows to spray an orchard that is 
being pastured by stock.

"Another important point is that I 


recommend the use of lime and sul- 
phur solution greatly dilute in this 


t spring spraying, and ( where this is 
used the stock will not eat much 
grass that has been touched by it un- 
til after it is washed, and consequent- 
ly is safe 
The formula that I recom- 


mend is one gallon and one quart of 
strong concentrated lime-sulphur so- 
lution, either homemade or commer- 
cial, in forty-nine gallons of water 
A sure way to make it by the hy- 
diometer test is to make the regular 
lime-sulphur

scale 


strength—to test by the hydrometer 
at 1 03—and take one part of this to 
three parts of water. Use enough of 
this to make your fiftj gallons, and 
then add your two pounds of aren- 
ate of lead to the fifty gallons of di- 
lute liquid.

fruits, or apple, pear and quince. 


"For the stone fruits make your 


lime-sulphur solution to the San 
Jose scale strength or hydrometer 
test of 1.03, and take one part of 
this to nine parts of water, and add 
your arsenate of lead, using about 
two pounds in the extra dilute fungi- 
cide 
For leaf roller one ounce of 


arsenate of lead in each gallon of 
water, which is about three pounds 
in fifty gallons or the quantity you 
suggest is all right, and will be satis- 
factory. 
Apply it before the blos- 


soms open, and again apply it just 
after the blossoms fall, and repeat 
the operation in a month. 
This is 


for the pome fruits, as the leaf -roller 
does not attack the stone fruits. 


"We shall be glad to give you such 


other help as it possible." 


How One Woman Caught 82 Mice 
In the current issue of Farm and 


Fireside appears a department called 
"The Headwork Shop" in which sub- 
scribers give various practical sug- 


i gestions under the motto "To Light- 
en Labor is to Lengthen Life " One 
of the suggestions is from a woman 
and has to do with catching mice. 
Following is her plan: 


"A new idea came to me a short 


time ago, and it worked well. Take 
a common grain-^ack into the bin or 
where the mice are nesting and liv- 
ing in the grain. 
Pxit the sack on 


the floor in a corner next to the wall. 
Prop its mouth open with an ear of 
corn stood on end. 
Lay a trail of 


shelled corn up to and into the mouth 
of the sack. 
Take a scoop-shovel 


and shovel the grain over the sack, 
covering it except for the mouth. 
The mice.think the opening to the 
sack a nice dark place to hide in, and 
they scuttle into "it. When they are 
all in the sack, take out the ear of 
corn, gather up the mouth and put 
the sack with its contents in a bar- 
rel of water. I caught and drowned 
eighty-two mice; in three trials.^

FOUND AFTER HALF 


Remains of Confederate Soldier Cov- 


ered Only by I*eaf Mold. 


Mute testimony to one of 
the 


many tragedies of the 
Battle of 


Gettysburg was found recently in 
the wild mountain region eight miles 
west of town, when the body of a 
Confederate soldier, with much of 
his equipment, was dicovered under 
almost a foot of leaf mold, the ac- 
cumulation of half a century. 


The find was made by Clarence A. 


Wills, while surveying a tract of land 
seldom traversed, save by hunters. 
-He was first attracted to it when he 
stepped on the end of the barrel of 
the old mu-sket. 
Digging away the 


leaves, he found the hammer and 
lock and the trade-mark showing the 
English-made gun, which was much 
used in the Confederate army. 


A belt buckle, part of a canteen, 


several 
dozen 
Confederate 
minie 


balls and other equipment 
were 


found upon further search, and final- 
ly, a shoe was discovered. 
All were 


close together 
between two huge 


rocks, and would possibly never have 
been discovered had not the survey- 
or's line chanced to run over the 
spot. All the wooden and cloth por- 
tions had long since decayed, and the 
body of the man to whom they be- 
longed had long since decomposed 
where it fell. A flattened bullet bore 
testimony to the manner in which lie 
met his death. 


The two large rocks at which the 


find was made ^are on an eminence 
which commands a view for 20 miles 
or more, and overlooks the route of 
Lee's retreat after the battle. 
A 


large rearguard followed the Confed- 
erate army, which is known to have 
been scattered 
over the territory 


where the find was made. 


Kilpatrick's Union Cavalry pursu- 


ed over the same ground, and the 
theory held "by some Gettysburg his- 
torians is that the Confederate skir- 
misher was standing on one of the 
rocks when struekvby a Union bullet.

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Importance of Inoculation 


Failure successfully to inoculate 


leguminous crops is not only im- 
portant because it" limits the yield, 
but because it affects the entire ro- 
tation. 


Successful 
inoculation 
of 
soy 


beans, for instance, means that after 
the crop is taken off the ground con- 
tains more nitrogen than before 
planting; lack of inoculation means 
that the nitrogen used has been tak- 
en from the soil and the soil left that 
much poorer. 


The same thing is true of all the 


legumes, field peas, cowpeas, clover, 
alfalfa, vetch, beans, etc. 


Inoculation means more roots to 


make humus, better mechanical con- 
dition of the soil, richer feeds and 
the addition to the 
% soil supply of 


nitrogen without added expense. 


Particular reference is made at 


this time to the soy bean, because in 
1912 a good many failures in inocu- 
lation were reported. 


It has now been found that bac- 


teria sometimes, from vhatever cause 
is not yet known, have lost the pow- 
er of fastening on the roots of their 
proper plants. 


To make certain that the pure 


(liquid) cultures sent out this year 
have the power to fasten' on the 
roots, and properly to do their work 
of feeding the plant and storing ni- 
trogen, actual tests are being made 
of several cultures; and the liquid 
sent out for use will contain bacteria 
which, in actual planting tests, have 
shown extra vigor and power to do 
the work required of them. 


It may, therefore, be expected that 


the inoculation of soy beans this year 
will make a high record of successes. 
And, 
in view of the importance of 


inoculation, it is suggested that all 
persons who intend to plant soy 
beans in 1913 apply early for cul- 
tures, 
f 


I will have them on hand durm'g 


the planting season 
' 


Soy beans for grain, for "hay or for 


crop work cost about $1 for enough 
to seed an acre. For further infor- 
mation as to procuring seed, meth- 
ods of planting, etc., drop me a pos- 
tal card at Schellsburg. 


One thing more in connection with 


soy beans: 
We planted too late last 


year as a rule. It is safe to plant 
soy beans at least as early as corn, 
and probably earlier, particularly the 
black seeded varieties of soy beans.

'While there are no degrees in salva- 
tion and all who are truly redeemed 
are equally safe by- virtue of the great 
atonement/ 'ttiere are great differences 
in^the Intimacy of the redeemed with 
the Lord and in- their fellowship -with 
Him. I suppose^atrnoftTgb righteous 
men could be fartner'apartf to this mat- 
ter than Abram and Lot, and not many 
exceed Joseph in his intimacy with 
'God, but think of what it cost him! 
And just there is our difficulty. ^Many 
are glad to rejoice in^tbeir personal 
salvation, but few comparatively are 
willing to humble themselves to walk 
with God as He desires they should. 


In that sense "many are called, but 


few are chosen." It means so much to 
deny self, be alway delivered onto 
death, but in no other way can the 
life of Christ be' manifest in these 
mortal bodies (II Cor. iv, 10.

The following reply gives informa- 


tion of general value concerning the 
methods of preparing and using this 
important fungicide: 


"The correct formula for Bordeaux 


mixture is made by using bluestone 
and lime in water. 
The average 


strong formula calls for about four 
pounds of lime and three pounds of 
bluestone in fifty gallons of water. 
This is the one that is used for spray- 
ing apples and other plants of that 
degree of hardiness. 
The strong 


formula calls for about six pounds of 
lime and five of bluestone in fifty gal- 
lons of water, and is sometimes used 
for spraying potatoes, although I pre- 
fer the 4-3-50 for the potatoes. 


"Each of these is too strong to use 


on the foliage of stone fruits, and for 
that reason a still more dilute form- 
ula is lecommended for the more del- 
icate plants 
On them I should use 


not more than three pounds of lime 
and one pound of bluestone in fifty 
gallons of water. 


"The bluestone should be dissolved 


in water and the lime slaked in an- 
other vessel, and then water added 
and stirred. Then the two should be 
put together in the spray tank after 
some water has been put into the 
same 
The best plan is to dissolve 


one pound of bluestone for each gal- 
lon of water in any kind of vessel ex- 
cepting metal, and keep it in a con-

wash like cream and strain this into 
the spray tank until it is nearly full, 
and then pour in the bluestone solu- 
tion, stirring it at the time. 


"It should be remembered that 


Bordeaux mixture is not for insects 
of any kind. It is a fungicide and is 
used only to prevent plant diseases 
such as smuts, mildews, rusts, rots, 
leaf blotches and other fungi. Cer- 
tain plant diseases like blight, peach 
yellows, etc., are not prevented by it. j 
It is not used to kill insects and will 
not be useful in destroying the scale, 
as you say you wish to do. It should 
be applied before the plant diseases 
come and will not remedy them af- 
terward. If used too strong it is lia- 
ble to take off the foliage or even 
the fruit from the trees, and fre- 
quently will burn holes in the leaves, 
but if used at the right strength it 
keeps the plants healthy, strong and 
vigorous and helps to produce more 
and larger and better fruit which 
stays longer on the trees and keeps 
longer after gathered. 
If""used too 


dilute it is not so efficient. 


"To make an insecticide for chew- 


ing insects like the Codling - moth, 
caterpillars, etc., you should add a 
poison to the Bordeaux mixture. Use 
two pounds of arsenate of lead in 
•fifty gallons of Bordeaux mixture. 
You will find this will bring the de- 
sired results, as you have a combined 
fungicide and insecticide. You can 
add Paris green to the Bordeaux mix- 
ture if you wish, using it at the same 
rate as though you were adding it to 
water, which, in the average, is about 
one-half pound to fifty gallons, but 
the arsenate of lead is preferred to 
the Paris green for many reasons and 
has the desirable results with none 
of the undesirable. 


"Dilute lime-sulphur solution is 


rapidly taking the place of the Bor- 
deaux mixture as a fungicide, es- 
pecially on the stone fruits and pome 
fruits, although on grapes and pota- 
toes the Bordeaux: mixture is still 
showing greater value for the pre- 
vention of rot, blight, etc., than any 
other fungicide that has yet been 
used. 


"For scale insects I recommend 


spraying with the lime-sulphur solu- 
tion."
